(A) Prior art does not teach the number of the plurality of thumbnail images is 
based at least in part on an analysis of the media input by the media delivery system. 

As to point (A), Horie teaches still-image cursors and still images are displayed at 
positions corresponding to individual images (scales). In addition, Horie teaches using 
audio-mode switching position, and recognizing changes in scene in the image to 
determine positions of still-image cursors. Alternatively, user-predetermined positions 
can also be determined as image-cursor positions (page 5, paragraphs [0069 - 0077]).
